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SET CLOCKS AHEAD 
Day light sav ing time will go into effect 
Sunday morning at 2 o’clock. When y ou 
retire tonight, set y our clock one hour 
ahead. You will lose an hour’s sleep and 
y ou will not get it back until the fall when 
y ou set y our clock back an hour. 
The mov ement for mov ing clocks ahcac 
during the spring and summer had a diffi­ 
cult time when it was first introduced dur 
ing World War I, but it has gained in popu­ 
larity ov er the y ears. About half the nation 
will be on fast time this y ear. 
Objections are still heard in some quar­ 
ters to tinkering with “ God’s time.’’ With 
the drift in recent y ears toward shorter 
working hours, it is felt by some that there 
is little ex cuse for adv ancing the clocks 
Many farmers still despise it for a number 
of reasons and mothers say they can’t get 
their small children to go to sleep when 
it is so light. Operators of railroads anc 
buses and of telev ision and radio stations 
run into trouble because of differing time 
practices in some regions. 
Before retiring tonight set y our clock 
ahead one hour. 


ONE WAY STREET 
Amid all the clamor In the past few 
months for gov ernment action to halt the 
recession, the administration has repeatedly 
v oiced its fear that hasty and ex cessiv e 
measures might well cure the disease but 
kill the patient. 
Far worse than the recession has been 
so far would be another upward and on­ 
ward spiral of inflation. 
Certain signs seem to indicate that the 
old bogey of inflation may still be lurking 
just behind the scenes. 
We all know’ what inflation is, what it 
does to our pocket book. In general, how­ 
ev er, wage rises hav e kept fairly ev en 
pace with rising prices for most of the 
population. 
But there is another aspect of inflation 
and the accompany ing demands for higher 
wages—not affecting too many Americans 
as y et, but a v ery real threat nev ertheless. 
American workmen, enjoy ing the high­ 
est wages in the world, can be pricing them­ 
selv es out of the market in the face of 
rising competition from foreign countries. 
This is maintained by Roger M. Blough, 
chairman of U.S. Steel Corporation. 
In the past, America’s lead in technologi­ 
cal know-how ov ercame the disparity be­ 
tween the wages of American workers and 
those of foreign workers. But now’ that 
lead is rapidly being ov ertaken by other 
nations, say s Mr. Blough. Higher protec 
tiv e tariffs offer no permanent solution, he 
asserts. 
Raising the standard of liv ing is one 
thing. But raising the cost of production 
without a corresponding increase in pro­ 
ductiv ity is placing the producer—and the 
worker—at a competitiv e disadv antage. 
Gov ernment has a v ital obligation, say s 
Blough, to reex amine tax laws which dis­ 
courage inv estment and ex pansion. But the 
final decision rests with the American 
workingman himself—to keep w age costs in 
line with productiv ity . 
If not, he warns, “ . . . then I arc v ery 
afraid that the great St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way —when it opens nex t y ear—will be 
nothing more than a one-way street . . . 
westbound!’ 


These Days ’ 


By GEORGE S OKOLS KY 
BALANCE OF ARMS 
What is called peace is b eing maintained b y a 
b alance of arms. But a b alance of arms means a 
constantly increasing and devastating b udgetary 
rise in costs for all countries. No country on Earth 
can afford its present b udget. No people can af­ 
ford the taxes they have to pay. even in those 
countries where tax swindling is fashionab le. 
The current economic depression in the United 
States is due to two causes: 
1. The psychological mass reaction to the high 
cost of living and high taxes; 
2. The decision of large numb ers of consumers 
to postpone b uying of what might b e called house­ 
hold capital goods, such as automob iles, refriger­ 
ators, electrical gadgets, etc., which are out- 
priced. 
Opposition to a tax cut now—with emphasis on 
now—is that such a cut will not b e sufficient to 
prime the pump of consumer b uying and should 
it succeed in doing that, it would lead to a run­ 
away inflation. These contradictions are often ex­ 
pressed b y the same persons who fail to recognize 
them as contradictions. The Rockefeller Report 
on this sub ject is clear-cut and offers a platform 
upon which a deb ate can b e held and a decision 
reached. 
Congress is independent of the Administration, 
which, in the present situation, is b eneficial to the 
country b ecause what is most needed is deb ate, 
discussion, investigation, understanding. This de­ 
b ate is now taking place and ought to b e report­ 
ed across the country. The people ought to hear 
it all, b i-cause upon two actions that have to b e 
taken b y Congress at this session, the future of 
the country is involved, namely; 
1. The Reorganization of Defense; 
2. The decision ab out the tax cut. 
The reorganization of the defense is not a new 
prob lem that arises in the Eisenhower Adminis 
tration as a result of the Sputnik, as many b e 
lieve. It has arisen after each w'ar. For instance, 
in the Hoover Administration, the prob lem arose 
as to how to get rid of the horse. President Hoover 
regarded the horse as outmoded as a military in­ 
strument. But what would generals sit on? It was 
a long and b itter struggle, until Hoover appointed 
General MacArthur Chief of Staff, and Mac 
Arthur b egan the mechanization of the cavalry 
Now generals do not sit on horses. 
Roosevelt had an easy time with atomic fission 
It came in wartime and was secret. Nob ody knew 
ab out it b ut those who worked on the Manhattan 
Project and a few Russian spies. The money for 
it had to b e found b y secret and diverse ways. 
While no reorganization was involved, the Man­ 
hattan Project crossed departmental lines. Men 
were used for it who could do the job . 
Atomic fission relates itself to the question of 
Reorganization in two ways; 
1. It estab lished a pattern of how a b ig job can 
b e done while departmental lines are ignored. Had 
this system b een employed in connection with 
rockets, missiles and satellites, we should not have 
b een caught asleep b y the Sputnik. 
2. It b rought into b eing a wholly new* set of 
military instruments and techniques which may, 
and prob ab ly has. made conventional warfare 
ob solete. 
Point one ab ove, I think has b een estab lished; 
point two is still in the realm of doub t and dis­ 
cussion. The reason why this sub ject cannot b e 
treated lightly is that if an error of judgment is 
made now, it cannot b e corrected in time to avert 
disaster and will only b e knowm should we b e de- 
ft ited in war. 
These then are the prob lems which arise out 
of the b alance of arms which the principal coun­ 
tries are trying to maintain. Amateurs jump to 
conclusions. For instance, those who b elieve that 
the push-b utton war definitely puts an end to in­ 
fantry, the Navy and the Marine Corps may b e 
right b ut they cannot prove their case b y facts. 
Every war, since the Berlin Airlift, and the world 
had not known a day of peace since then, has 
b een a local w’ar, limited in scope, employing con­ 
ventional weapons. 
In the Korean War, for instance, the United 
States could have employed, b ut did not, atomic 
weapons; in the Indochina wars, no unconventional 
weapons were used; ditto for the French-Algerian 
war; ditto for Israel-Egyptian struggles; ditto for 
the Hungarian uprising. It would therefore seem 
to b e too early to discard the conventional forces 
and Russia has not discarded them, although 
Great Britain has reduced her forces now' that 
there is no Empire to defend.

THREE OTHER devices were seized from 
firm that was lab eling them with allegedly false 
claims. One was a rub b er massage b rush claimed 
to aid poor complexions and degenerative diseases 
such as heart conditions, rheumatism, and to 
strengthen the spine and b ack. 
Another employed colored lights to treat skm 
inflammations, 
infections and respiratory dis 
order*. 
The third consi*ted of an "infra red generator 
seat surrounded b y a circular reflecting cab inet, 
lab eling recommended its use for treating rheqr 
matoid arthritis, diab etes, pneumonia, high b lood 
pressure, goiter and other serious diseases 
In addition to these devices, 13 drug seizures 
were made during the month on the b asis of false 
and misleading curative claims, tailure to meet 
lab eled potency and lack of official clearance for 
new drugs 
ALSO, 312 tons of contaminated and unfit food 
were seized in 9 8 court actions during the same 
month. The seized food included vegetab les con 
taining excessive quantities of DDT, or other 
pesticides, chili powder containing glass frag 
menti and olive oil contaminated with camphor 
ated oil.

Jail sentences were imposed in two criminal 
prosecution cases tried in January. 
One defend 
ant pleaded guilty and was sentenced to nine 
months in jail for selling colored oleomargarine 
lab eled as b utter.

A rev iew of the present econ­ 
omy and a glance into the fu ­ 
tu re of bu siness was the su bject 
of an address by S. Whitney 
Rradley , inv estment cou nsel of 
Boston, 
Mass., at the weekly 
meeting of the Kingston Kiwanis 
Clu b Thu rsday . 
Terming his bu siness as the 
“m anagement 
of 
money ,” 
the 
speaker ex plained that "it is an 
effort to make the bu siness of 
inv esting safer and more pro­ 
du ctiv e.” Statistics of the last 10 
y ears were portray ed as “sta r­ 
tling changes” which hav e di­ 
rect bearing on the present econ­ 
omy . These inclu ded the death 
of 15 million people, the m ar­ 
riages totaling 18 million, the 
birth of 37 million babies, the 
formation of ov er 32 per cent of 
the popu lation into families, ov er 
7 0 per cent of the people who do 
not remember World W ar I, 47 
per cent not remembering condi­ 
tions prior to World W ar II, 40 
per cent not hav ing heard of 
Ru ssia being referred to as any ­ 
thing bu t an adv ersary , and 55 
per cent not hav ing a personal 
recollection of a m ajor depres­ 
sion. 
Objectiv es and qu alifications of 
an inv estment cou nsel mu st in­ 
clu de adherence to su ch facts as 
presented in the preceding para­ 
graph, according to Mr. W hitney . 
"They endeav or to apply knowl­ 
edge, ju dgment, and decisiv eness 
in action. The whole v iew’point 
is based on the obv iou s fact that 
any inv estment when made is an 
inv estment in the fu tu re." 
Sees Slo w Upturn 
In referring to the present 
economy , the speaker pictu red 
19 58 as "not a good y ear,” bu t 
followed this with the assertion 
that "we hav e ju st abou t had it," 
and it now “looks like a slow 
u ptu rn.” Psy chology and ov er­ 
ex pansion in capital goods “bu lit 
u p too far ahead,” were giv en as 
reasons for the present recession. 
The fu tu re of bu siness was 
good, according to the speaker, 
bu t he indicated that the u p­ 
swing from the recession wou ld 
probably be a slow process. R ea­ 
sons for this u pswing inclu ded 
the 
increases 
in 
pension 
and 
profit-sharing plans, the ex pan­ 
sion of the inv estment company 
indu stry , and the placing in ac­ 
tion of "static dollars.”

W hitney closed his 
re­ 
m arks with some su ggestions for 
the indiv idu al’s economy . These 
inclu ded the inv estigation of tax - 
free gifts for children, the m ak­ 
ing ot a will, the u tilization of 
professional 
management

money , the thou ght of an inv en­ 
tory of personal assets on a y ear­ 
ly 
basis, 
the 
enlargement 
of 
one’s 
inv estment 
reading, 
the 
av oidance of inv estments on tips, 
and the general ru le of a com­ 
parison of records.
